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VBPS revises method to distribute 
free meals to kids out of school

School Supt. Pete Kudlak said there were 
a lot of willing volunteers who got together 
to prepare the free breakfasts and lunches 
for students not in school and take the 
meals around in school buses to distribute 
last week. 

Students are out of school until April 14 
because of the coronavirus and the district 
wants to make sure anyone between the 
ages of O and 18 that lives in the district 
gets food to eat. 

He said there were 16 staff members, 
plus the bus drivers, plus the food service 
workers who prepared the meals. 

At Monday’s virtual meeting of the Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education, 
Supt. Kudlak said to cut back on the 
number of people working on the project 
and be in compliance with state rules about 
the number of people in gatherings, the 
method of distributing the food has been 
changed. 

He said as of this week the meals will be 
distributed from one pick-up location at the 
back of the high school between 10 a.m. and 
1 p.m. on Tuesdays and Thursdays. They 
will get meals for two days on Tuesday and 
three days on Thursday, he said. 

Those coming for food should drive in 
the west driveway of the high school, the 
one marked for student pick up and the 
administration building. They should drive 
to the back of the administration parking 
lot, next to the tennis courts, and then 
around to the rear of the food service area 
at the high school, where the meals will be 
distributed. 

Supt. Kudlak said they will ask no 
questions, require no ID, and write down 
only how many meals were given out. 

Governor Gretchen Whitmer’s executive 
order 2020-15 allows school boards to 
conduct a virtual meeting. The Van Buren 
Public Schools’ board policy requires board 
members to be physically present in order 
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to vote, so the board voted unanimously 
Monday to suspend that policy until the 
governor lifts the executive order that 
allows for virtual board meetings. 

At a virtual meeting all votes are by roll 
call. 

All board members were in different 
locations but were able to be seen and 
heard as they discussed board business. 
There was a way for members of the public 
to ask questions, as well, although one 
person said her picture and sound were 
“cutting out.” 

Supt. Kudlak said it could be due to the 
person’s computer equipment. 

The board also voted unanimously, 
by roll-call vote, to approve Granger 
Construction Company as the construction 
management firm for the 2019 VBPS 
Bond Program Projects, mainly the early 
childhood education center. 

Six proposals were received and three 
were shortlisted, according to Robert 
Kakoczki, vice president of Plante Moran 
CRESA. He also was present virtually and 
explained the process used to recommend 
Granger. 

Kakoczki said the budget established 
in the bond application for Construction 
Manager Costs and Fees was 10% of 
the cost of construction. Based upon the 
recommended contract award to Granger, 
the total Construction Manager Costs and 
fees are projected to be about 9.2%, which 
is a projected cost savings of approximately 
$180,000, he said. 

In other business at the 39-minute 
meeting, the board: 

e Approved the retirement of Michael 
Bateman, an Owen Intermediate School 
teacher, after 31 years of service as of June 
30; and the resignation of Charles Takasy 
after less than one year of service teaching 
at Rawsonville Elementary as of March 6, 
with no reason given; 

e Approved the employment of Sadie

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VBT board considers making four pickleball courts at Harbour Club

Pickleball is very popular with seniors at the 
Van Buren Township gymnasium and now 
the VBT Board of Trustees is considering 
spending an estimated $185,000 to put 
four new outdoor courts up at the northeast 
corner of Denton and Beckley roads. 

At the board’s March 16 combined work/ 
study and regular meeting, the project was 
discussed. It was scheduled to be on the 
agenda for a vote at the next regular meeting 
April 7. 

Matthew Best, director of public services, 
explained. 

He said the current tennis courts at the 
corner of Denton and Beckley roads have 
been closed due to the condition of the 
facility and the township was considering a 
potential ticket for blight. 

“Staff, under the direction of the 
supervisor’s office, investigated the 
feasibility of the township leasing the 
property, renovating the existing tennis 
courts, and resurfacing the parking lot,” 
with a contractor chosen by the township, 
he said. 

Best said the investigation led to a draft 
proposal that allows a 10-year lease of the 
property, and two, two-year extensions, with 
the construction of new outdoor pickleball 
courts and a hard-surface parking lot. 

G&I IX Harbour Club Property LLC 
would lease the property to the township for 
$1 per year for ten years, to begin with. 

VBT would use the pickleball courts as 
part of the township parks’ system. Outdoor 
pickleball leagues could be developed, as 
well as drop-in play. Harbour Club residents 
would be specifically scheduled time for a 
league, if they requested, he said. 

If the board approves the contract to be 
signed, staff will move forward to bid the 
restoration work. If a bid is approved by 
the board, the project is expected to be 
completed by the end of July, or longer if 
decisions due to COVID-19 slow it down. 

He said the plan is to pulverize and reset 
the tennis court to put in four pickleball 


courts and install solid-surface parking. 
Parks and Recreation will operate the courts 
for 10 years at this location. He said the 
0.90-acre site is next to residential use on 
both sides. 

He asked the board to read the 18- 
page lease and give him feedback on any 
questions. 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara said three 
years ago they started talking about this, 
but a new buyer was in the process of 
acquiring the Harbour Club complex and so 
they waited. He said the buyer came to the 
township to see if it would work on the golf 
course, but the township wasn’t interested 
in that. 

He said the township asked them to fix the 
tennis courts, and they asked the township 
to do it. 

“Pickleball is wiping us out at the 
gymnasium,” Supervisor McNamara said. 

He said the new buyer is doing a $20 
million upgrade to the apartments to make 
them more upscale. He said in 10 years the 
township can try to buy the property. 

McNamara said in 15 years you have to 
rebuild the court, so the township wanted 
a 15-year lease at first. Instead, they got 
extensions. 

He said the property will be covered by 
township insurance from the Michigan 
Municipal Risk Management Authority 
(MMRMA),. 

McNamara said it will be on the route of 
the Iron Belle Trail and that area is one of 
the oldest age groups in the township, “a 
natural for pickleball.” 

“We talked to the pickleball leagues and 
they wouldn’t mind leaving one as a tennis 
court,” McNamara said. 

“Why not 20 years?” asked Trustee Reggie 
Miller. “Ten years is so short.” 

“We came up with 15 years. They last 15 
years,” McNamara said. “They are paying 
taxes on the property worth $100,000 a 
year. We offered $30,000 to buy that site 
and they said no. They will pay the taxes 
and let us use the property.” 

“What if the owner changes?” Trustee 


Miller asked. 

Best said the agreement is with the 
property and the township has the right of 
first refusal. 

“We could offer to buy it then,” Best said. 

“They will do the upkeep, landscaping 
and mowing,” McNamara said, adding the 
elderly now are using the township facilities 
for their pickle ball.” 

Senior Citizen Director Lynette Jordan 
said pickleball is offered three days a 
week at the township gymnasium. She said 
Northville, Canton, and other teams come 
to compete in VBT and VBT goes to those 
locations. 

According to township information, G&I 
IX Harbour Club Property LLC, a Delaware 
limited liability company with offices in 
New York City, purchased the 19 multi 
parcels on April 17, 2019 for $79 million. 
The parcel in question has 2019 taxable 
value of $51,600. 

According to Wikipedia, pickleball is 
a paddleball sport (similar to a racquet 
sport) that combines elements of tennis,

badminton, and table tennis. Two or four 
players use solid paddles made of wood 
or composite materials to hit a perforated 
polymer ball, with 26-40 round holes, over 
a net. The sport shares features of other 
racquet sports: the dimensions and layout 
of a badminton court, and a net and rules 
somewhat similar to tennis, with several 
modifications. Pickleball was invented in 
the 1960s as a children’s backyard game. 
The pickleball court is similar to a doubles 
badminton court. The actual size of the 
court is 20 by 44 feet for both doubles and 
singles. The net is hung at 36 inches on the 
ends, and 34 inches at center. The court is 
striped like a tennis court, with no alleys; 
but the outer courts, and not the inner 
courts, are divided in half by service lines. 
The inner courts are non-volley zones and 
extend 7 feet from the net on either side. 
There has been a 650% increase in 
numbers of pickleball players over the last 
six years, according to the USA Pickleball 
Association. 


VBT board votes to lock township doors for two weeks due to COVID-19

“There’s no right or wrong answer,” said 
Van Buren Township Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara at the March 16 meeting of the 
township board of trustees, in referring to 
COVID-19. 

The township work/study session had 
been combined with the regular meeting to 
minimize personal contact. 

“There are 2,000 cities and townships 
in Michigan and they all have different 
solutions,” Supervisor McNamara said. 

He said his proposal is a hybrid of the 


Northville Township plan and is also based 
on Belleville’s plan of limiting the people 
coming into city hall. 

“We started that way today and it didn’t 
work,” he said. “People expect to be served. 
We either need to serve or close down. 

“I would go with shut and locked doors 
with signs to call first if you need personal 
service,” McNamara said. 

He said the residents can pay by dropping 
it in the box, online, or by mail. 

He said to talk with the building department 
people can make an appointment to come 
into the building. 


McNamara said by leaving the doors 
open, people get angry when they can’t 
come up to a window. 

He said this can be done with level one, 
which is close for two weeks and then 
reevaluate the situation. He said level two 
is if the state tells the governments to shut 
down. 

“But, we want to be there if people have 
needs,” he said, adding he would like to 
stay open inside with a skeleton crew, but 
lock the doors. 

“If the state says close down or the state 
closes down itself, we close,” he said. 


He said telephone calls will go through to 
someone in the supervisor’s office. He said 
it would not be a recorded message, but a 
person will answer. 

“We can’t leave the doors open and not 
let them come to a window,” he said. “I 
don’t know how Belleville’s is working.” 

Clerk Leon Wright said the township 
followed the guidelines set by the CDC. 
He said the state is not telling local 
governments what to do. The CDC says it 
will get worse before it gets better, he said. 

“We have to stop person-to-person

Trustee Reggie Miller said, “Our job as 
community leaders is to study the problem 
and do something. To do too much is better 
than not enough to save lives. We will keep 
the public safety — police and fire — going. 

“Directors can do at home what they do 
here,” Trustee Miller said. “Don’t take the 
risk ... It’s too big of a risk. We have to 
prevent this illness from spreading...” 

Treasurer Sharry Budd said she agreed 
with closing the township down and in a 
week see what to do. She said employees 
are having childcare problems because the 
schools are closed and there are other ways 
to pay their bills than face to face. 

Trustee Paul White was attending the 
meeting by telephone because he had a 
runny nose and didn’t want other board 
members to worry. 

“I agree with closing the township 
down,” Trustee White said. “But it’s not 
really closing it down. Your suggestion is 
very, very appreciated. We can revisit it in 


two weeks. It’s very appropriate. 

“Reevaluate it and close it another two 
weeks? If necessary, so be it. I commend 
you for this action. Thank you very much, 
Supervisor, for bringing this forward,” 
White concluded. 

Trustee Kevin Martin agreed. 

“We have to limit all contact as much 
as possible,” Trustee Martin said. “Those 
that can work from home can do so. Public 
safety and fire have to be done in person.” 

Trustee Sherry Frazier said, “I think we 
should shut down. The directors should 
stay at home. Everything will be at a halt.” 

“We’re not abandoning the clerk’s office,” 
Clerk Wright said. “We will come in and 
take care of business — check the mail, pay 
the bills. Every time you leave the house 
you put yourself at risk. 

“T’m sorry public safety has to do this,” 
Wright said. “This is a serious issue.” 

McNamara said the supervisor has to be 
put in the position of having the power to 
make decisions. 

He said Meals on Wheels was shut down 
for a couple of days. 

“We will feed our seniors,” he said, 
asking the board to set aside $10,000 for 
services. He said the township feeds 75- 
100 every day. They thought about putting 
up a tent for checking people out. 

Wright made a motion, supported by 
Miller to allocate $10,000 for emergency 
services for COVID-19. This was passed 
unanimously. 

McNamara said if the Meals on Wheels 
program is cut off, he said he checked with 
restaurants and found they could call in for

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food and feed the seniors for about $3,000 
a week. 

He said Parks and Recreation could cook 
food and deliver it on doorsteps and walk 
away, instead of bringing it inside and 
putting it on the tables. 

“We’re not going to let any of our seniors 


starve,” McNamara said. 

Trustee Martin made a motion to suspend 
water shut offs, late fees, and fines and 
adjust due dates on the water bills. Miller 
supported and the motion was passed 
unanimously.

Human Resources Director Nicole 
Sumpter said there are three public 
safety employees — two clerical and one 
maintenance — who are not essential 
employees and should go home. 

Public Safety Director Greg Laurain said 
they are the records clerk, administrative 
assistant, and a maintenance worker and 
they are very important. 

He said the maintenance worker keeps 


the jail cell sanitized and takes care of the 
police cars, which is very important. 

“All are considered essential,” McNamara 
said. 

Director Laurain said they closed the 
records window, but they are working 
behind the closed window. 

The board agreed the employees are 
essential to Public Safety. 

Miller commended the community leaders 
for stepping up and making decisions.

services agreement with Hydro Corp Inc. 
to provide inspection and other related 
services for enforcement of the SDWA- 
mandated cross-connection control 
program at a cost of $14,604.

Schultz as special education teacher at 
Belleville High School and Alyssa Slayton 
as teacher at McBride Middle School, both 
as of March 16; 

e Heard Director of Plant Operations James 
Williams announce that he will forward 
information to the board for consideration 
of a proposal for HVAC work at Edgemont 
and Rawsonville schools under the CD 
Fund program. He said usually such work 
is done in the summer time; 

e Heard Director of Curriculum Jeff 
Moore say the teachers and administration 
are providing support for education during 
the coronavirus shutdown and they are 
available for information. He couldn’t 
unmute himself at first and he suggested it 
might be because of his children watching 
Netflix, which he got over the last few days; 

e Heard Supt. Kudlak say there are so 
many unknowns right now and although 
the day to come back to school had been set 
for April 13, it is now April 14. With that 
date, under current rules, the district would 
have 14 days to make up — or the state could 
forgive them. Or, school could be canceled 
until September. He said graduation might 
be postponed, but it would not be canceled. 
Kudlak said after working for 13 years, he 
wants the students to have the opportunity 
to go through graduation. “We hope to 
work something out,” he said;

grants from the Van Buren Educational 
Foundation, saying although the money 
already awarded had to be spent by April 
1, this is not possible and the purchase date 
could be pushed until fall;

law has been tabled because the students 
can’t be tested this spring; and 

e Heard Kudlak say if the students’ 
break is extended, it will be the Michigan 
Department of Education that decides.
